AT DECEMBER MEETING 


Four New High Schools, 
Eight Grammar Schools 
for Whites and Five for 
Negroes Are Needed. 


Declaring that the present system by 
which the public school system is con- 
ducted makes the schools veggars at

Smaller Number of Children

other recommendation. The report of 
the committee calls attention to the 
fact. that this would necessitate a 
larger teaching force, but asserts that 
this is necessary 
Among the most significant articles 
in the report made by the committee, 
composed of W. H. Terrell. as chair- 
man: Colonel Walter R. Daley and M. 
M. Anderson, are articles 8 and 9. Mr. 
Anderson, however, submitted a minor- 
ty report, in which he asks only money 
to repair the present buildings and de- 
cries the need of a bond issue. 
In the articles referred to, article 8 
entitled, “How to Get Improvements,” 
urges the bond issue and states that 
the improvements cf a permanent ma&- 
ture ought to be. paid for in part, at 
least. by posterity. Article 9, entitled, 
“Permanent Support oi pehools, 
ommends that @ certain 
portion of the cfty’s revi 
aside each year by charter amendment, 
or that a charter amendment authori 
ing a maximum schocl tax be passed. 
The report also states that the mefi- 
bers believe that if this question were 
to be put before the people “unmixed 
with popular Issues” that it would be 
overwhelmingly passed 

Davin Street Schoo! Complaint. 

An example of present conditions 
was given the board of education at 
the same meeting when G. Murray 
Taylor, acting as spokesman for the 
committee of citizens whose children 
attend Davis street school, demanded 
on behalf of his community that the 
board at once take stops to alleviate 
conditions at Davis street school 

Mr, Taylor declared that the people 
wanted a new school building. He 
stated that the present building was 


unfit for the housing of children and 
could be used more advantageously 
asa barn, “The stoves are broken and 


crumbled with age, and they have to 
be tied together with wires to keep 
them from falling apart and setting 


the building, which is nothing more

El Paso, Texas, November 26.—Ohe 
hundred and eighty-four wounded men 
are in the Juarez hospitals tonight as 
a result of the unsuccessful federal at- 
tack on Juarez. 

Pancho Villa and 6,000 rebels troops 
are back in Juarez, South of Juarez, 
for elghteen or twenty miles, there are 
no rebel soldiers, Villa says: he- has 
some further south and that the city is 
well guarded against a reappearance: 
of the enemy 

Villa captured a number of federal 
field pieces and a military train. He 
said yesterday that he captured 500 
federals. Today he brought less than 
200 fo Juarez. He admits executing 
some of them. Apparently the great-

Death, List Not Heavy. 
Rebel soldiers explained that the fed- 
eral dead had been gathered, up and 
buried, and they pointed off beyond the 
hills. If there were many federal dead 
as a result of the battle, other than exe- © 
cutions, the rebels carried them a great 
distance across the country to bury. 
them. On some hils where federal can- 
non had been planted there were dead. 
horses and many tracks where men, 
horses and cannon had wheeled about.

that would indicate graves. In# the 
territory where the rebel lines and for= 
tifications lay, the two newly made 
graves near Messa and the two bodies 
were all that appeared to sight.

The World’s Mysteries 


THE LAST DAYS OF POE. 


Very little is known of the finalimoments 
in the life of Edgar-Allan Poe, one of the 
brightest men of letters this country has 
ever produced. ‘Ine death in 1847 of Mrs. 
Poe, to whom he was aeeply attached In his 
own peculiar way, brought the poet to the 
verge, and during the remaining two years 
he was hardly responsible for any oF his 
actions. ‘ 

With this bereavement he plunged deeper 
jnto dissipation and wandered about, finally 
reaching the south, where he renewed the 
acquaintance of a widow in Richmond of 
whom he had been enamored: in his youth. 
Some time the latter part of September. 1849, 
he set out for the north to make arrange- 
ments for the wedding, and of his move- 
ments after this nothing 1s known with cer- 
tainty. 

One story has it that on the 3d of October, 


the day of a municipal election, he was 


| found unconscious in Baltimore, in a saloon 


that had been used as a polling place, and 
he was removed to a hospital, where he died 
of delirium .tremens. It has been reported 
that he had dined with some military friends, 
became intoxicated, and in this state was 
found by politicians who drugged him and 
made him vote at several places. 

‘This story has fact only in part. So far 
as js known, Poe had gotten beyond Balti- 
more on his trip north, as far as Havre de 
Grace, where the conductor of the train, find- 
ing hit in a state of delirium, and knowing 
that he had friends and relatives In Balti- 
more, took him back to that city. This was 
on the eve of the election day. ‘The next 
day he was drugged: and was made to repeat 
votes at eleven different wards, it 1s said. 
Just how, even with all the corrupt politics 
of that city at the time, It was possible to 
accomplish this {s hard to understand. 

When Poe was found on the following 
day in the rear of one of the political head- 
quarters, he was removed to the Washing- 
ton University hospital. The exposure, com- 
bined with the effects of liquor and drugs, 


had brought on,an inflammation of 
brain, and shortly after midnight on 
7th of October, 1849; he died. 

While it is generally accepted that foe 
died from the effects of dissipation, 
there are those who contend that 
is not to be assigned to any such positive 
and debasing cause. For many years of his 
Hfetime, in spite of all accounts to the co: 
trary. Poe lived happy and comfortable in a 
charming home, with a companion that real- 
ized his delicate and refined {deal. 

The shadow of the destroying angel's 
hand that first cast its blight upon his com. 
panfon, was the one great, unlooked-for 
row that Poe could not, would not, a 
unrepiningly. From the moment of his wit 
death, he waged an unequal battle with a! 
relentless fate. Well knowing his need—@ 
the balance and support afforded by thel 
Interchange of spiritual sympathy with a 
congenial mind—he was deprived even of the} 
possible gratification of this want bh: thel 
peculiar construction of his mental « ism. 

Poe may be regarded as a man who lived 
and died never entirely understond—one| 
who, sensitive to a degree altogether incom- 
prehensible, to practical minds 
unfortunate as to Ilve among the 
minded only, and at a time w 
ment, as such, was essentially omitted tn! 
society's estimate of a man. It was Poe's| 
misfortune that his temperament was totally 
at variance with the spirit of the age In 
which he lived.

Efficient Housekeeping 


By HENRIETTA D. GRAVEL, 
Domestic Srience Lecturer. 


THE HELPFUL STOCK JAR. 


Few of us agree with the French chefs 
who Insist that the stock pot shall be upon 
every range open to receive bits of meat 
and bones as they are trimmed from meats; 
ts contents ready to be drawn upon for all 
sauces and soups. Indeed, 80 disgusting Is 
the 1 of a Buropean stock pot to a dainty 
American home cook that exception ts even 
taken to recipes that call for “a cup of 
stock.” by experienced housekeeper 

Tt is not practicable for us to have & 
stock pot unless we have very large families 

and cut great quanti- 
ties of meat In our 
kitchens, for our butch- 
ers im every cut of 
meat closely and utilize 
every portion of the 
animals but the squeal 

We even have to pay 
for a bit of suet to rub 
our meat boiler with! 

Beside this, the prin- 
ciples of nutrition and 
sanitation are becoming 
too well understood in 
this country to make 
continuous boiling of 
fresh and of old meat 
together approved. Even 
our school children 
know that meat, to be 
wholesome, must be 
fresh. 

When we think of 
meat that has once been 
boiled being rebolled 
with fresh trimmings 

and other additions, we realize that the stock 
pot can only contain a greasy. acid unpleas- 
ant mass, Perhaps the wholesale. use of 
stroag flavors and high seasonings, favored 
by foreign cooks, is due to their method of 
securing a plentiful supply of stock. 

To make a fine, rich broth place a soup 
bone, sawed and broken, or soup meat cut in 
pieces, in a generous sized kettle and cover 
wit cold water. Allow a quart of water to 
each pound of meat; that Is to say, twice as 
much water as meat. Let this stand a few 
minutes before heating that the juices may 
begin to draw out, then put it where {t will 
warm gradually, add salt now and cover 
closely to prévent evaporation 

Cook at a gentle, steady boil, and when 
the process is well under way add salt, pep- 
per, celery salt and those herbs that you are 
sure your family ike. Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney 
said “The best soups are those that 
have a Httle of almost everything in, with 
jing predominating. 

When the meat is cooked to shreds you 
say be sure the flavor is all extracted and 
the soup finished. Now bring out a atone- 
jar, with a tight-fitting lid, and cover 
it with an old napkin or plece of cheese 
cloth. Through this strain the soup Into 
the jar-and keep in the refrigerator or ina 
\ coul place. When the soup fs cold 
cake of fat will form over the top 
the jar, excluding all alr and moisture, and 
as lo as it is not disturbed and ts, kept 
cold the soup Will keep sweet and fresh. 
rsons who do not have ready access to 
markets tell me they “can” stock as 
other article food. This 
f the soup is allowed 
to cook down until quite gelatinous and all 
Wiis of meat carefully strained from it. But 
yof the pit { should be poured into 
ie oF glass jars; kept cold and not used 
fter it is ten days old. 
lieve most of my readers know that 
stock is made from veal or Nght 
flesh and dark stock from beef.

As a member of the apectal’ committee to 
outline plans for the improvement of the 
schools, [ regret to differ with the other 
members of the committee. but after con- 
siderable discussion we were hopelessly dls- 
agreed on some of the report. and while I 
agreed largely with the same.
